A U.S. Census report reveals that the number of 
federal government workers - including members

cd only slightly over the past several years and 
peaked during Reagan's tenure at 3.1 million'. 

The census study is a survey of federal, slate and 
local government workers in 1992, and compares 
employment and' salaries of employees to previous 
years. 

“People keep tolking about how t^g the federal 
government is, but when you look at the numbers,: 
what they think* has happened hasn't happened^" 
said Meredith De Hart, the survey's director. '!The 
number of federal government workers has stayed 
flat for a decade, and has decreased overall when 
it’s adjusted for population.’’ 

Additionally, De Hart said the decline in the fed- 
eral government work force has continued to drop 
through 1994, while the number of slate and local 
employees has grown. 

'The <«tudy showed in 1992, there were 
18,745,000 government employees at all levels - s 
1 percent increase from the year before. However, 
from 1991 to 1992, the federal government work 
force decreased by 1.8 percent. 

The report shows that the federal workforce has 
grown from 2 million in 1947 to 3.1 million in 
1987, and has declined slowly ever since. -

During the same time, stale and 
local government work forces have 
exploded from a total of 3.6 million 
to about 13 million. . . 

In Idahoiin 1992, thg ^emmeni 
employed 11,293 federal. 25,586 
state, and 50,122 local full- and 
part-time workers - representing a 
slight increase from the previous 
year. 

The local school districts were 
the dominant employers with more 
■than 30,000 employees in 1991 
. “On the local level, education is 
the dominant function," De Hart 
said. “The state spends a grut pef^ 
cent of its money on higher educa- 
tion and the local governments 
spend it on the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools. The money goes 
for cafeteria workers and bus 
drivers, which people don’t always 
associate with education costs.” 

The report showed that overall 
about half of stale and local govem- 
-jncnt-workerB-were-empteyed-in-cd*— 
ucation. The increase in employees 
was a result of population increases. 
De Hart said. 

States also allocated their work- 
ers to health and welfare, police and 
corrections, and highways.

local level, employees vyorked for 
police and corrections, hdalih and .

. Decreases in' the federal employ* 
ee ranks has come mainly from 
base closings, post pilice reductions 
and space program cutbacks, De 
Hart said.

HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — A school

corrcspondcnt'for The Associated 
Press and was held hostage for 
years by Shiite Muslim guerrillas in 
Beirut, Lebanon. 

The association donated S75.000 
for the Quang Tri school, which will 
serve 560 children. 

The association collected donations 
from Americans to build the .school os 
”a living memorial” to the 2 million 
Vietnamese men, women and children 
who died in the war, Anderson said in 
a telephone interview.

The U of I is the 
newest member of the Big West Con- 
ference, a Division I-A football 
league, despite the fact that the 
NCAA says thc'school doesn't come 
within a Palousc mile of meeting the 
eligibility requirements and must rc- 
main Division I-AA. • •

to draw an average of 17,000. fans a

U of I administrators are taking 
pains to point out ^that none of this 
has anything to do with the universi- 
ty’s academic programSi and that sta- 
dium expansion, when it comes, will 
not'cbme'af any expense to the tax- 
payers. • . 

We're skeptical. .This is an institu- 
■ tion that has repeatedly told the State 
'Board of Education and the Legisla- 
ture over the past fe^;.years that it's 
having trouble keeping up with 
growth and meeting the financial 


needs of its academic commitments. 

We don’t get it. If there's money to 
be found for buildjpg a half-filled sta- 
dium, why isn’t there money go for 
books, computers, professors’ 
salaries and scholarships? 

Truth be told, the real engine driv- 
ing the Vandals toward Division I-A . 
is that fact at Boise State is headed 
the same way. 

Idaho athletic boosters simply can’t 
abide the specter of upstart fiSU get- 
ting- a leg up. Never mind that Boise 
State, with a 24,000-seat stadium and 
average attendance of 22,000 this 
season, actually qualiHcs as a Divi- 
sion I-A member. 

So the Vandals, destined to be a 
minor-league football program in a 
major league, will tag along. As a 1- 
AA team in a I-A league, they may 
play with fewer scholarships than 
th^^r com petitors, whi le they wait for 
the day when they can play in front of 
7,000 additional empty scats. 

Wc think it would make more sense 
for the university’s administrators,

TWIN FALLS'-- Like a saloon patron at 
closing lime. droughi-.slricken .stwthcm Idaho 
is soaking up all the restorative liquid it cun 
before November draws to an end. 

Successive waves of snowstorms have bat- 
tered the state in recent weeks, causing 
headaches for police dispatchers and low-mick 
drivers - and prompting avalanche forccastcis to 
point out the ^rils of a sudden surfeit of snow. 

"Compared to last year, we’re a lot belter 
off," .said Ron Abnimovich, hydrologist with 
-ihc.fcderal snow survey office in Boise. 
"Wc'rc off to a much better start, hut we need 
these slorrm to continue through the rest of the 
season. 

“So far, wc’rc only 20 percent of the way 
through the snow sca.son." 

The difference between this year and Iasi 
year, in terms of the high-country snowpack’s 
water content, is phenomenal. 

_ As o f Monday, .ihi .watcr con tcnt at Gale na_ 
Summit stood m 5 inches; last year at ih'i.s 
lime, the figure was 0.4 inches, Abramovich 
said. About 10 inches of snow Is required for 
every inch of water content. 

At Howell Canyon, near the Pomerelle Ski 
Area, the snowpack's water conieni stood at 
3.6 inches - up from' 1 . 1 inches at this lime Iasi 
year. At Lewis Lake Divide, in the extreme 
upper end of the Snake River basin in 
.Yellowstone National-Park, -Mondayls. water, 
content stood at 7.2 inches - up from 1.3 inch- 
es last year. 

Overall, the Howell Canyon measurement 
site hxs 16 percent more water content than it 
does during an ‘'average'’ year, Abnimovidi 
said. The average is calculated over a 30-year 
span.

WASHINGTON — Rising mort- 
gage rates restrained sales of previ- 
oudy owned homes in Oc tober, and a 
real estate iradc.group predicretTfaF 
' thcr dampening of housing activity. 

The West posted the only sales in- 
crease in the four regions and 
economist John A. Tuccillo of the Na- 
tional Association of Realtors said re- 
sales v/ill continue to “feel the brunt" 
of recent interest rate increases. 

Other housing activities also have 
been curbed by the .six Federal Re- 
serve rate boosts this year as the Fed 
has attempted to slow the economy 
and curb inflation. 

Housing starts declined in October 
and sales of new homes were down in 
September as rising mortgage rates 
made home purchases more expen- 
sive. 

The Realtors said sales of existing 
single-family homes in October edged 


up 0.5 percent to 3.91 million ap sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate, up from 
September's sharply revised 3.89Tnil- 
lion rate. The initial September esti- 
mate was 3.97 nfillion.

September were much weaker than 
previously thought, dropping I per- 
cent rather than rising I percent as 
first reported. Sales also fell I percent 
in August after inching up OJ percent 
a month earlier. 

Regionally, sales rose only in the 
West, where they were up 3.7 percent 
to an 340,000 annual rate. The median 
price there was $139,900. ' 

Sales were unchanged in the North- 
east at a 550.000 rate and in the South 
at 1.43 million. The median price was- 
$135,700 in (he Northeast; $90,200 in 
the South. 

Burthey fell 1.8 perant. to a 1.07 
million rale, in the Midwest, where 
the median price was $86,700. 

Analysts believe the housing indus- 


try reached a peak last December.^t 
that time, existing home sales were ut 
a record 4 J5 million rate.

However, the median price for ex- 
isting homes declined slightly in Oc- 
tober. os it often docs when demand 
wanes, falling to $107,900 frotii 
$108,400 a month earlier. The medi- 
an, which was $106,600 a year earlier, 
is the midpoint, meaning half the 
homes cost more and halfcosi less.
